-^he purpose of the act, as 
pointed out by the Chief Justice 
in announcintr the deeieion of the 
court, was t'l cut out by the roots 
the practice of permitting vioia- 
'ti(m of state liquor laws. Con- 
jrress, the court said, bad com- 
plete power 10 prevent the paral- 
yzing of state authorities. 

The far-reaching couseqoenee 
of this decision is^uite apparent. 
No longer can a wet State, under 
cover of the com^nerce clause of 
the federal constitution, ship 
li(luor into a dry state in violation 
of the laws of the latter. The 
law even goes further. It says 
that np liquor shall be shipped 
from a wet to a dry territory. 
This means tb.at no state, other 
than Kentucky can ship liquor 
into Knox county in TiolatieR of 
the laws of this county. It means 
that if Kentucky goes dry the 
imbiber<i of this state shall be 
unable to ship liquor from a for- 
eign territory without subjecting 
themselves to tht pwaHy ol the 
act.
